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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendments 

1 . The reply filed 1/8/2004 consists of amendments to claims 1 , 9, changes in the 
title and remarks related to rejection of claims. The claims are not allowable as 
explained below. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claim 1, 3 and 9-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Bailey et al. 

Bailey (Figures 1-15) shows a molded plastic ferrule for an optical fiber having a 
substantially cylindrical body 50 with a core receiving bore 80 in the front end, a sheath 
receiving bore 78 in the rear, core receiving bore having a diameter smaller than that of 
the sheath receiving bore, an integral flange portion 56, an insert pipe 42 fitted over 
front portion and smaller diameter coaxial tube 90 in the front portion such that it defines 
a thin-walled portion between an inner surface of the small-diameter tube and core 
receiving bore. Small-diameter tubular portion defines a reservoir 97 at the front end of 
the ferrule. The insert pipe overlaps the flange portion. 

But Bailey does not show the formation of the small-diameter portion by 
machining the insert pipe and insert molding. To reduce the diameter of a given work 
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piece by machining and insert molding are common knowledge and well known in the 
art of optical fibers. It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at 
the time of the instant invention to use these methods for forming the small-diameter 
portion and an integral ferrule. 

Conclusion 

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Hoshino (5282258) teaches injection molding to assemble an 
optical fiber ferrule. Kakli et al. (4950048) also teaches injection molding and shows a 
ferrule more or less identical to the instant invention (see Figure 7). 

5. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
